DIED FOR LOVE. 

Schoolboy's Horrible Method oi 
Committing Suicid*. 

He Was In Love With One of the Fe- 
male Scholars, 



Who Was Impartial In Bestowing II 



Train and U Decapitated. 

r Lovisvillk, March 38 — Because of 
unrequited love, Willie Fry, aged sev- 
enteen years, laid his head on a railroad 
track and suffered decapitation. This 
was the suicide which occurred on the 
Louisville Southern railroad, near Shcl- 
byvllle, Tuesday. 

Fry's home was at Hemprldge, in 
Shelby county, lie had been in love 
with a school girl living In the neigh- 
borhood for Borne months past, and 
while she was always affable and kind 
to him she did not encourage his atten- 
tions any more than she did the other 
boys who were equally as devoted. 
Young Fry became despondent over 
his failure to secure sole possession of 
her affections. Tuesday when he went 
to school he was unusually moody, ills 
little sweetheart was a pupil at 
the same school, and talked to him 
a short time before the bell rang, 
trying to cheer his drooping spirits. At 
recess, when all the boys and girls were 
making merry, Fry walked to a point 
on the railroad near by, where there 
was a sharp curve, and waited for the 
train, which was soon due At its ap- 
proach he laid his head on the rail. The 
engineer saw him, but it was too late, 
and his head was soon cut off as if 
by a guillotine. The teacher heard the 
train stop, and, as It was something 
unusual, she and several pupils, includ- 
ing Fry's sweetheart, went to investi- 
gate. A sickening sight met their eyes. 
The decapitated body lay by the track, 
and the head had been rolled away by 
the engine. The remains were taken 
to th# schoolhouse, and finally to the 
parents' home, 

FERRY'S FUNERAL. 

An Enormous Crowd In Attendance— The 
I'alace Draped In Mourning. 

Taws, March 23.— The Luxembourg 
palace was draped in mourning Wednes- 
day in respect to the funeral of Jules 
Ferry. The guard of honor was com- 
posed of two regiments of artillery and 
three of infantry, with two squadrons 
of dragoon* liarboux, vice-president 
of the senate, Mons. Perrier and Mr. 
Ribot apoke funeral orations in praise 
of deceased, of whom M liarboux said: 
France has lost a statesman whose 
upright life suspicion was powerless to 
touch and whose aid has been essential 
to the cation in times of difficulties or 
social disorganization.

A VAST CANAL SCHEME. 
From Lake Erie to the Hudson liy War »< 



Ottawa, Ont, March 23. —There is a 
bill before the Dominion parliament to 
incorporate the Northern American Ca- 
nal Co. Associated with Chauncey Dut- 
ton, the promoter, who Is from Pitts- 
burgh, are a large number of Canadian 
capitalist*, including J. W. McRae, Ar- 
thur Trleur and W. V. 80 per. The cap- 
ital stock is 110,000,000. 

The object of the company la to build 
a wide, deep channel with the fewest , 
possible locks, between Lake Erie and 
the seaboard. The channels would be 
so wide and deep that the largest lake 
vessels could steam through them at 
full speed. There would be but seven 
locks between Lake Erie and the ter- 
minals and but four between Montreal 
and Now York, and the locks would 
move two vessels at the same time, one 
ascending while the other was descend- 
ing. It is proposed to obtain a charter 
from* the state of New York and make 
the canal from Lake Champlain to 
Tidewater in the Hudson river. No U. 
S. charter would be required, as the 
work would be entirely within the state 
of New York. 

A vessel leaving Lake Erie would de- 
scend to the Niagara river and Lake 
Ontario, descend the St Lawrence, the 
Cornwall canal and Lake St Francis, 
pass via the Chateaugay and 8t Louis 
sections and Lake It Louis and the 
Lachine canal to Montreal. Her time 
would be thirty-two hours. If she was 
destined for New York her total time 
would be sixty hours and she would 
continue her southerly course via ths 
Chateaugay section, Lake Champlain 
and the Hudson canal and river.

Lojidoh, March 23. —The fragmentary 
reports of tha progress of the cholera 
m Eastern Europe which now and then 
leak through the strict governmental 
censors h i ji of press dispatches leave no 
doubt that the scourge has begun Its 
work again in earnest All winter It has 
been seizing Its victims in Russia, and 
now their number Is vastly on the In- 
crease. In southern and central Russia 
it is reported that tha peasants are dying 
by thousands, and tbe entire popula- 
tion is panic-stricken. To add to this, 
the terrible distress which followed the 
famine and was intensified by the hard 
winter is felt by hundreds of thousands, 
if not million*. The district most se- 
verely hit at present la Astrakhan, 
government on the northwest coast of 
the Caspian sea. Tbe govern menu 
Yekctarinoslay, in South Russia, and 
Moscow, to tbe north of it, are also feel- 
ing the terrible disease. 

The Russian government is following 
it* usual methods in such cases and us- 
ing every effort to keep the news from 
the world. Here It Is generally regard- 
ed as almost certain that the cholera 
will fight Its way to the west, as it did 
last year, and preliminary precautions 
are being made accordingly. Tbe same 
is true of all the great porta of western 
Kurope.
